3 WHY HE WILL BE REMEMBERED. 
Although he has not made any great reputa- 
| tion in congress, he will be remembered by all 
newspaper readers as one of the heroes of

ago, Wise playfully denounced Riddleborger as 
a blanked liar in a Richmond paper. Riddle- 
berger straightway sent him a challenge, and 
at the same time sent one to Colonel Richard 
Bierne, of the Richmond State. Both of 
Riddleberger’s challenges were accepted. He 
went to the field near Richmond to fight 
' Bierne first. Whenthe twomen had taken 
their positions at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
Bierne’s second discovered he had forgotten 
the caps for his pistol. The caps of Riddle- 


| berger’s pistol would not fit, and Bierne’s sec- 
© ond wanted to go back and get some caps. 


HAD TO MEET WISE. 

Riddleberger, however, would not consent to 
wait, for the reason that he was to fight with 
Wise two miles distant at 4 o’clock, and had 
not quite an hour in which to keep the engage- 
ment. 

Promptly at 40’clock, Wise and Riddleberger, 
metina clump of woods a few miles from 
Richmond. .They fought with pistols. At 
the first fire Wise’s pistol did not go off, and 
Riddieberger’s ball went very wide of the 
mark. Wise handed his pistol to his second to 
be putin order. The weapon was reloaded 
and the duelists took a second fire. This time 
Wise’s bail struck at Riddleberger’s feet, and 
Riddleberger’s again went wide of the mark. 
Riddleberger stood perfectly still a moment in 
thought. Then he threw his pistol far off in 
the bushes, turned and walking toward Wise, 
said: ‘‘Wise, I hayn’t got anything against 
you, and as we can’t shoot straight, I reckon 
we had best stop.”’ 

Wise replied he was satisfied, and so the 
duel ended. Many were cruel enough at the 
time to-intimate that the pistols were not 
loaded, but that was a mistake. 

Wise is a very nervous man, and Riddle- 
berger was a poor shot. Wise had another 
difticulty with District Attoraey Lewis, of 
Virzinia, from which a duel resulted. Peyton 
Wise, by some means, however, took George’s 
place, and sent the challenge. The duel was 
fought, butthere was no blood. Wise will 
have to go back to Virginia tomorrow, but he 
will be renominated and elected to the next 
congress.

MR. PHELAN’S STATEMENT 


Of the Difficulty Between Him and Colonel 
Fleming. 

Wasurineron, April 11.—Congressman 
Phelan has furnished for publication a state- 
ment of his difficulty with Colonel Fleming, 
of Knoxville, in which he says: 
_ Every man is willing to bear the burden of his 
follies, but the most patient are restive under the 
weight of those which are fictitious. I could pos- 
Sibly bear having it said that a man in the prime 
of life, to whom I had sent a hostile message, was 
aseptuagenarian. But to have it gravely said by 
a paper of the widest circulation that | had chal- 
lenged a man for harshly criticising a book I had 
written, is indeed, too much, even for the most 
forbearing.”’ 

To show how utterly groundless this state- 
mentis, Mr. Phelan describes the origin of 
the quarrel substantially as has been pub- 
lished, and then says that it struck him when 
he read Fleming’s letter, written after his 
(Phelan’s) letter of retraction and apology: 

Lhat Fleming had one of two ideas in his mind 
—€ither that my serupulous politeness was 
founded upon a fear of him, or that he was deter- 
mined to force a difficulty. He spoke of my apol- 
ory as having “all the outward seeming of a 
manly apology.” He says, however, that ‘‘read 
aceording to its true inwardness, it is quite as 
insulting and dishonest as the one for which it 
is offered in apology. He says: “You must pardon 
me for saying that [ regard this latter note as but 
a crafty device,” etc. He says: “I ain not 50 
stupid as to be led by so shallow an artifice into 
the acceptance of any such pretended occur- 
rence.” As soon as I read this letter Isent him a 
message which it seemed to me his let- 
ter was intended to provoke. I addressed 
this personally to him. I expected a reply 
which would be a challenge to me, or 
enable me to send him a challenge, for my mes- 
sage was nota challenge. Fleming, however, held 
my message for two days and then published it. 
From one who had seemed s0 anxious to force me 
to the wall, did not expect the plea that he ig- 
nored “the code.”” Now I do not undertake to de- 
fend the so-called code. Its barbarity is still an 
issue between England and the entire continent of 
Europe. Il frankly confess I can find no more 
excuse for “the code” than for anything 
else that leads to violence or personal in- 
jury. But I have never been able to 
see the moral distinction between doing another 
a malicious mischief forbidden by the laws of God 
and the offering an expiation forbidden also by 
the laws of man. But I do regard its laws as 
purely conventional, and only binding on those 
who voluntarily assume them. I have the highest 
admiration for the moral courage of a man whose 
whole life of justice to others and upright inter- 
course with his fellow-men justify him in repudi- 
ating a resort to violence. But when the 
repudiation of the code is used as a shield to pro- 
tect one who is anything but just to others, and 
whenever overbearing,malicious and domineering 
unexpectedly checked in the role of a bully, cry 
out against it, I naturally imagine that fear of 
injury to person and impulse of cowardice invests 
the so-called ‘“‘code” with a degree of barbarity 
which is convenent if not admirable. 

That 1 acted hastily in sending the message de- 
signed to elicit a challenge, toa man who ignores 
the code, [readily admit, But having been warned 
to “handle him carefully,” [assume that the bully- 
ing tone of his refusal to accept a hearty apology 
was a result among other contingences of over- 
weening personal courage. The refusal to accept 
my apology on the part of a man whom I supposed 
to be brave, filled me with inexpressible huimilia- 
tion at which I now smile. Colonel Fleming in 
his answer says I have made myself rediculous. 
Thisistrue, Butthen 1 did not know Colonel 
Fleming as I donow. Herefersto the fact that 
the denunciation followsa refusal to accept a 
challenge. I did not challenge him. 
2 ee and he had entered 
his plea of contempt for the code, I should cer- 
tainly do.as I now do—have accepted his estimate 
of the code in the pending issue. As for “post- 
ing’ him 1 think that even a desire to press this 
ridiculous affair yyonld not have justified this, 
He has posted himself. Lam ready to aceept the 
verdict of those who reject the “code,” that I 
acted in a manner that was unjustifiable. But in 
view of the bullying to which I was subjected, 
and in view of the scornful andinsulting refusal to 
accept an unequivocal and frank apology. I think 
I can safely leave to that portion of the world 
which is brave, just and generous to Say whether 
what I did was without palliation. Certainly 
Colonel Fleming’s plea that he would not fight a 
duel put an end to all controversy between us.”

Adjusting the Differences. 

Wasninetron, April 11.—The inter-state 
commerce committee, by Bragg, commissioner, 
today decided two cases of the New Orleans 
cotton exchange vs. the Iilinois Central Rail- 
road company and- seventeen others, and the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
Railway company and ten others, involving 
the relative reasonableness of rates on cotton 
from interior points in the cotton growing 
country to New Orleans and to northern and 
eastern mills, relative rates on compressed and 
uncompressed cotton, relative methods of 
transportation and competition of the different 
lines in opposite directions. The points de- 
cided are too numerous to summarize, but the 
commission corrects by adjustment the rela- 
tive rates from Jackson, Miss., and Meridian 
to New Orleans. 


The Builders Stopped. 

New York, April 11.—At 1 o’clock today 
the carpenters, stair builder’s, steam fitters 

lumbers and housesmiths employed on severa 
arge buildings in course of construction down 
town, laid down their tools and walked out, 
having been ordered to stop work by the Cen- 
tral Labor union. The buildings were those of 
the Union Trust company, Broadway; Brown 
Bros., Lancashire Insurance company, and 
several smaller ones. The union ordered the 
strike because of a disagreement with Paulsen 
& Eager, proprietors of the Hecla Iron Works, 
Greenpoint, L. I., whose men have been work- 
ing in the buildings. Itis said the iron men 
promised to employ only union men, which 
they are not in the habit of doing. 


The Rivers Still Rising. 

New Orxweans, April 11.—A Times-Demo- 
crat Natchez, Miss., special says: The river 
rose three inches in the past twenty-four honrs, 
and is now two inches above the highest point 
reached this year and still rising. The gov- 
ernment steamer, General Newton, from 
ints above, reports all levees from Vicks- 
ens to Natehez as being considered in a safe 
condition. A communication from MHap- 
hazard, Concordia parish, says the water from 
the Tensas river is running over the levees 
from Frogmore up and pe ma filling up the 
fields, so much so that ploughing had to’ be 
suspended.

Rareien, N. C., April 11.—[Special.}— 
John M. Carrow, of Beaufort county, has been 
a member of the Grand Army of the Republic 
for many years. He annonces today his 
withdrawal, and assigns a singular reason. He 
states that he is a member of the original Free 
Will Baptist church, and after prayerful con- 
sideration of the matter, has arrived at the 
conclusion that the Grand Army is not con- 
ducted in a manner consistent with the prin- 
ciples of his church.

THE PUTS AND CALLS. 


THE EXCHANGES PRQTEST AGAINST 
BUTTERWORTH’S BILL. 


CLAIM IT WOULD DO GREAT DAMAGE. 


They Argue that If Future Deliveries Were 
Stopped in This Country, Europe Would 
Do Allthe Business. 


WaAsuHincton, April 11.—An interesting 
hearing was had this morning by the house 
committee on agriculture upon the Butter- 
worth bill to prevent dealings in options and 
futures. The present delegations from the 
New York produce and cotton exchanges, 
Chicago board of trade, New Orleans cotton 
exchange, all protest against the passage of 
the bill which has already been recommended 
by the committee. 

Murray Nelson, one of the commissioners of 
Cook county, was the first speaker, represent 
ing the Chicago board of trade. Mr. Nelson 
said that the Chicago board of trade and all 
exchanges in the country were in. sympathy 
with the objects of the bill as expressed in 
the first section—to abolish trading in privi- 
leges {‘‘puts and calls’’) and bucket-shop deal- 
ings. But to enforce the provisions against the 
trade .made for future delivery of goods 
would be to force out of the business smal! 
dealers and concentrate trade in the hands of 
large capitalists who could afford, and were 
able to purchase, crops and hold them fora 
rise. The smali dealers act largely as agents 
for the farmer and buyer both. To stop sales 
for future delivery, Mr. Nelson said, would be 
to interrupt and disarrange the entire finan- 
cial system of the country.. The bankers of 
the country move its crops and depend upon 
the transactions of small dealers in country 
towns for the basis of their transactions. He 
proceeded to explain, in detail, the operation 
by which grain reached the market from the 

roducer, in which operations the farmer, 
ocal agent, broker in amoney center and 
banker were all engaged. 

Mr. Nelson repeated that the result of the 
bill would be to crush out small dealers and 
place the farmer at the mercy of the large 
capitalist, whocan buy cash in, but they 
will buy at such a price that they can hold it 
until Gabriel blows his horn without sustain- 
ing loss. 

LOCAL BANKS COULD NOT SUPPLY THE MONEY 

In answer to the question by Mr. Allen, of 
Michigan, Mr. Nelson said that local banks 
could not supply and could not get sufficient 
money to move the crops of the country, nor 
could a local dealer or agent’ It must be sup- 
plied from the money centers. 

Referring to the taxing section, Mr. Nelson 
asked why if the commit&®e believed the busi- 
ness to be honest, license was required? Cer- 
tainly not for revenue to be derived. If the 
business is to be made a penal offense, why ict 
say so in the first instance, and declare it un- 
lawful in so many words? 

George C. Martin, of the New York produce 
exchange, was the next speaker. He followed 
upon the same lines as Mr. Nelson, and 
further elaborated his argument. 

J. O. Bloss, of the New York Cotton ex- 
change, read an argument against the passage 
of the bill prepared by the committee of that 
exchange, prefacing it with a protest against 
the bill, signed by leading brokers of New 
York, in which they state that the passage of 
the bill would work great damage to legitimate 
trade, and that banks find their risks of ad- 
vances under the present system of business 
less than under the old. Argument of the 
committee stated that no exchange or the 
board of trade recognized options, except to 
prohibit dealings in them. 

Futures was a term much misunderstood. 
They were not simply a ‘bet’ upon the price 
of an article at a futuretime. They were 
actual, legitimate contracts for goods that 
could be enforced, and that were enforced; 
that there was an element of speculation in 
them was not denied, just as there is specula- 
tion in every business. 

“But the question arises whether, because 
there is some evil,’’ continues the argument, 
‘‘a great deal of good should be utterly de- 
stroyed. Twothings are so welded together 
that one cannot be destroyed without destroy- 
ing the other. Having, therefore, conceded 
that speculation does exist, and at the same 
time asserting that legitimate features of busi- 
ness also exist to an enormous extent, the 
question comes to be whether the evil is so 
great that good shall be sacrificed, or 
whether the good so far preponderates 
that the evil shall be orne with.’’ 
The evident object of the bill 
is to benefit the farmer, says the argument, on 
the theory that trading in future contracts 
tends to reduce the price of his products. What 
the causes are that operate to make prices, 
it would be certainly a brave man that would 
undertake to absolutely define. -The past, 
however, may afford an interesting basis for 
arriving at a conclusion. 

EURNISHING SONE FIGURES. 

Between the years 1826 and 1860, the widest 
fluctuation in the price of middling cotton in 
New York was.i0 centsa pound in any one 
year; the narrowest l cent; and the average 
annual fluctuation 5 cents. In the period from 
1874 to 1890, the widest fluctuation in any one 
year was 45 cents a pound; the narrowest 
three-fourths of acent; and the average 24 
cents. The period from 1874 to 1890 covers the 
time that trading in future contracts has 
been in vogue. “If these _sta- 
tistics show anything,”’ says the 
argument, ‘“‘they show that the effect of 
trading for future delivery has been to give 
the markets of the world a less violent char- 
acter, have reduced the risks of the merchants 
and bankers, and at the same time have se- 
cured to the planters of cotton a higher range 
of values than was the case before the oxte- 
tence of the method of trading for future de- 
livery. As an illustration of this statement it 
may be mentioned that in the first period 
referred to in four years the price of middlin 
in New York declined to 5 cents a pound, an 


in two other years it sold as low as 6 cents a. 


und. In the second period mentioned, dur- 
ing which the system of contracts for future 


‘delivery has been in operation, the lowest 


‘price touched for middling cotton in New York 
was 8 15-16 cents, and that was a panic year 
caused by the failure of the bank of Georgia.”’ 

In conclusion, itis the opinion of the com- 
mittee offering this argument that no legisla- 
tion has yet been able to reguiate the yalue of 
anything, and as a striking illustration of this 
fact may be cited the law which was passed 
by pe to prohibit public trading in gold. 

Mr. Bloss was followed by I. W j Fwd sg 
who, with General J. J. Hazard, of Rhode 
Island, and L. F. Berje represented the New 
Orleans cotton exchange. He stated that he 
fully indorsed |Mr. Bloss’s statement,and con- 
tinued the argument that the systemof con- 
tracts for future delivery had greatly reduced 
fluctuations in the price of cotton. In proof 
of this, he referred to the conditions surround- 
ing the cotton crop of 1889. That was the largest 
one ever raised in the United States— 
7,500,000 bales. Yet the fluctua- 
tion, in prices amounted to one, one 
and a quarter centsa pound, and ninety-five 

sr cent of the crop has been already moved.

the senator from New York should now close 
the debate in the case. 

Mr. Evarts said that the proposition on the 
democratic side was that the senate was to 
a ye er, board higher than the territorial 
canvassing board, while the proposition of the 
republican side was that the senate had no 
such power of revision. The latter, he said, 
was a provision of the constitution of the safety 
of the senate and of the equality of the states. 

Mr. Gray replied briefly to some of Mr. 
Evart’s points, and then Mr. George took the 
floor. He said the arguments in the case were 
now concluded, and that the point had been 
reached when “‘this honorable court’’ was re- 
quired to render judgment. Asa member of 
that court he desired to state the reasons of the 
vote that he would give. In regard to pre- 
cinct No. 34 in Silver Bow county, he assented 
that, under the law, all votes. cast 
there were legal votes, and _ that 
the county board of canvassers 
who threw out these votes had committed an 
act of usurpation, and he asked whether “‘any 
member ef this honorable court’’ was willin 
to get up and say that that act was authoriz 
by law? He said he would “pause fora 
reply.”” (Aftera pause). There is not one 
member of this court, he said, who, in the face 
of the American people will get up and say, on 
his responsibility, that that canvassing board 
had the right to do what it did. 
This was the first step in iniquity. Without 
that step no other part of iniquity could have 
been transacted.

“The board,’”’ he said, “thuse three 
beautiful specimens of political rascality, had 
hastened to be infamous and would go down 
to history as having furnished an instance, not 
of concealed fraud, but of succesful villainy, 
holding out the fruits of its crime and boasting 
of it.’’ 

Mr. Hoar gave notice that on Monday he should 
ask the senate to remain in session until the 
Montana case was disposed of. He would not 
call it up tomorrow, as there might be an im- 
plied understanding that Saturday’s sessions 
were to be devoted to the calendar. 

Mr. Hawley, from the select committee on 
the quadro-centennial celebration, reported 
back, with amendments the house bill] for the 
world’s fair at Chicago, and said that, if any} 
thing was to be donein the matter, it should 
be done at once. He thought it would not 
lead to any serious debate and hoped to have 
it taken up and passed on Monday. 

After an executive session, the senate,at 5:55 
adjourned till tomorrow. 


ANOTHER CONTESTED CASE. 


The Discussion of Which Brings Out the 
Race Question, 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Mr. Lacey, of 
Iowa, called up the contested election case of 
Waddell vs. Wise, from the third district of 
Virginia. 

Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, raised the question 
of consideration.

Mr.Greenhalge, of Mocindienstia: criticised 
the minority of the committee for having aban- 
doned the sitting member after asserting in 
their report that neither he nor his friends had 
done anything wrong. Ifthe ground taken 
in the report was correct, this trayal of a 
brotifer was the most shameful case of deser- 
tion that had ever darkened the annals of the 
house. He then proceeded to argue in favor 
of the contestant. 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, gave an able presen- 
tation of the case of the sitting member as 
viewed from a legal stand point.

There are fifteen voting precincts in the coun- 
ty, to-wit: Lithonia, Stone Mountain, Decatur, 
Clarkston, Redan, Diamond, Phillips, Cross 
Keys, Doraville, Shallowford, Mills, Evans, 
Panthersville, Brownings and Edgewood. 

The polls will be opened at Decatur at 6 
o’clock a. m., and close at 6 o’elock p. m., and 
at all the other precincts they will be opened 
at 8 o’clock a. m.and close at 3 0’clock p. m. 
It is estimated there will be about twelve 
hundred yotes polled. There are about 2,500 
yotersin the county. It will take two-thirds 
of the qualified votes cast toremove the county 
site. Stone Mountain is making a desperate 
effort to carry the eleciion, and it is important 
for every voter to go to the polls and vote. 

Decatur is certainly the most desirable place 
in the county for the county site.

Later in 
the day a meeting of citizens was held in the 
ordinary’s office, at which Mr. D. P. Oglesby 
was elected chairman, and Judge G. L. Al- 
mond, secretary.

Harper, and it is presumed that some family 
difficulty was at the bottom of the affair. Both 
parties are well known and popular gentlemen, 
and to those unacquainted with all the cir- 
cumstances, the difficulty appears a most 
lamentable affair. 

Mr. Davis was elected a member of the last 
legislature on the ‘‘wet’’ ticket, and, Elbert 
being a strong prohibition county, there has 
been a deep current of ill feeling towards him 
ever since.

ABOUT TURNOUTS IN SOUTH GEORGIA. 


Reply of the Savannah, Florida and Western 
Railroad to a Recent Complaint. 

SAVANNAH; Ga., April 10.—Editors Constitution : 
In your issue of the 9th instant, you publish a spe- 
cial from Quitman, Ga., in which your corres- 
pondent uses the following language: 

“At 183, 18344 and 184 there are sidings. For 
those at 183 and 184 melon-growers were required 
to furnish the crossties and do the grading, and 
they are also required to keep them in repair. 
These same farmers who have done this work are 
charged for the use of these turnouts, and the 
railroad company itself uses them whenever it 
chooses to do so. 

‘‘Now, 183% is a free siding; farmers that load 
there are not required to pay for doing so, nor are 
they required to keep in repair. 

“This state of affairs exists from Valdosta to 
ee ee turnonts being free, and others not 

ree. 

‘‘The fairness of the thing does not commend it- 
self to the honest sturdy farmers of Brooks 
county.” 

Your correspondent could not have been cor- 
rectly informed as to the facts, or I am sure that 
article would not have been written. The records 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western Railway 
company show that there are two side tracks near 
the 183 mile post, and that the rent of $60 each has 


| been paid on both; that Mr. T, A.vGroover paid the 


rent for one year on one of these, June 27, 1889, 
and Mr. J. W. Dorling paid the rent on the other 
for one year, July 31, 1889, ext 
side track is near the 184 mile Sass; 
and on this Mr. J. M. Groover paid the rent.of 

for one year on June 2, 1869, There are no other 
side tracks between those mile posts. Now, the 
side track alluded to by your correspondent as to 
the 183%, mile pont can be no other than that far 
the use of which for one year Mr. Dorling has paid 
$60 rent;and if that gentieman permitted his 
neighbors to load melons into cars on the side 
track for the use of which he paid the en- 
tire rent, and without cost to them, 
it certainly speaks well for Mr. Dorling. But, 
should Mr. Dorling’s genoristy to his neighbors 
be invoked against the railroad as an act of un- 
just discrimination? I must believe that the fair- 
ness of the thing (the above proposition) does not 
“commend itself to the honest, sturdy farmers 
of Brooks county.” They are made of the best 
material and after God’s most appréved pattern. 
The truth is that, 1 cannot believe your corres- 
pondent had examined the railroad side of this 
question, or his “special” would have been more 
in harmony with the broad, liberal views that 
characterize the = people of Brooks. county. 

With your kind permission, I will state the 
salient poimts of the railroad side of this ques- 
tion. 

Dixie is near the 181 mile postand Boston near 
the 188 mile post, seven miles apart, or three and a 
half miles from. half-way ground to either station, 
at both of which there are free side tracks, depot 
buildings, agents and telegraph offices. Now, ifa 
citizen lived'at a point oppasite half way between 
these stations, he would have to go only three and 
a half miles to reach either depot, or oneanda 
half miles less, distanee than the usnal limit 
within which railroad commissions usually estab- 
lish depots, except in special Casés, for the bene 
of the public. I donot ‘belive the comtnissiog . 
Georgia would require the Savannah, Florida: 
Western Raftlway company to establish a depo 
side tracks between Dixie and Boston; yet is ‘has | 
been a convenience to the melon-growers to obtain 
side tracks between these points at which to. load 
their melons, and if they could not get them as a. 
matter of right, they could then only get them by 
contract. 

It may be asked, why not put in side tracks for 
any one who might ask for one? The answer is,

WITNESS WICKER. 

By T. B. Wicker the state tried to prove 
that McGregor was seen on the street near a 
road leading to Cody’s father’s house, late one 
night, the inference being that he was laying 
for Cody. This witness was a member of the 
grand jury which indicted Cody, and by him 
the state endeavored to prove also that Major 
McGregor did not make a real endeavor to 
prosecute Cody. Tie only sensational episode 
here, was McGregor’s questioning the witness 
upon some points concerning grand jury work. 
The major stood during his questioning, and 
in forcible, decisive manner peculiar to him, 
put the questions. The most import- 
ant fact gleaned was that this wiiness, 
as a& member of the grand jury, had 
voted “no bill’ against Jim Cody, in 
the face of McGregor’s positive statement 
that he knew that Cody shot him. On cross- 
examination he admitted that when he had 
seen McGregor at night it was not far from the 
sheriff’s oftice. 

JOE GROSS, OF CEDARTOWN. 

This handsome and popular young attorney, 
from the booming town of Cedartown, was 
formerly a resident of Warrenton, and to him 
Mr. Cody once made a statement as to the 
reasons Of his shooting. McGregor. In his 
statement McGregor had referred to that con- 
versation, and it was contended by the state 
that the whole of that conversation should 
be given. There was some objection, but the 
court finally held that what actually was said 
at that conversation was proper testimony. I 
have never seen a better witness than Gross. 
He told the story in as few words 48 possible, 
confining himself to just what he was positive 
of. Major McGregor, it seemed, went to Gross 
with M. C. English, Cody’s friend, and made 
the proposition that he would tell Gross his 
ideas of Cody’s reasons for shooting him if 
Gross would, in return, tell what reason Cody 
had given. This was done, Gross first extract- 
ing the promise that nothing he told should 
ever be taken as cause for McGregor’s doing 
any act of violence toward Cody. 

‘*Major McGregor,’”’ said Mr. Gross, ‘‘then 
went on to tell me that he thought the trouble 
was entirely mercenary.’’ 

Then Gross detailed Cody’s side of the story, 
which was practically as I have given it at the 
beginning of this article’ He said, too, that 
Mrs. McGregor had come to his wife the after- 
noon before the shooting, and had told her that 
the affections of their husbands were being 
alienated from them. Mrs. Cody was very 
much wrought up over this, and when she told 
Cody, he determined to have an interview 
with McGregor. He claimed he had no idea 
of shooting him up to a moment before he fired 
the shot; but when he saw McGregor, he was 
seized with frenzy, his tongue refused to 
speak, and before he knew the shot was fired. 

MAJOR MORGAN COMES NOW. 

Mr. Gross was questioned at some length, 
but no further testimony of importance was 
elicited. Then Judge Twiggs asked for Major 
Morgan’s recall and the admission of his testi- 
mony. The court said now this was proper, as 
the matter sought to be kept out of investiga- 
tion had been brought in. 

“It is my painful duty,”’ said Judge Lump- 
kin, ‘‘to permit the admission of this testi- 
mony.”’ 

Major Morgan testified briefly to a remark 
McGregor had made, reflecting upon Mrs. 
DuBose and Mr. Cody. On cross-examination 
he admitted that this was made five years 
ago, and that in the party of gentlemen where 
it was made, other remarks of similar nature 
were made. He did not remember whether 
McGregor’s came first or not. 

Just before the noon recess.Judge Lumpkin 
decided that the defense might recall Jack 
Swain. This was vigorously opposed by 
counsel for the prosecution, who contended 
that if Swain was recalled, it should be as a 
witness for the defense. This Messrs. Watson 
and W hitehead opposed, for without introducin 
witnesses they sceure the close. Court allowed 
the request and added: ‘‘I respect the mo- 
tives of the defense in not bringing into this 
case matters not absolutely necessary. They 
could have brought these out when Swain was 
on the stand, and I think they should be al- 
lowed to do so now.”’ 

So Jack Swain came back. 

SWAIN’S TESTIMONY. 

There were many sensational features to 
Swain’s testimony, but most of them mere rep- 
etitions of language that would not look well 
in print. One of these expressions came from 
the major. ‘“‘And,’’ continued Swain, ‘‘Mac 
bitterly regretted it, and so didI.’’ Swain was 
Mrs. DuBose’s intimate friend, and whom she 
called cousin Jack. He stated that the talk 
about Cody and her grew so general 
that he had written to Cody an anonymous 
jetter, warning himto cease his attentions to 
her. He told of his discovering two men in Mrs. 
DuBose’s yard one night, when Major McGre- 
yor was there, witha number of others, at 
choir meeting. Mrs. DuBose had been troubled 
by noises in the yard, and asked him to keep 
watch. One of these two men was Jim Cody, 
and the other, by recognizing his boot conak 
must have been a negro. He heard that there 
had been rumors of improper relations between 
McGregor and the lady, but there was, in his 
opinion, eee nothing to warrant such 
rumors. ‘‘Certainly,’”’ he added in answer to 
Mr. Watson’s question, ‘‘there was never any- 
thing that would warrant Cody or anybody 
else shooting him from ambush.”’ 

The state called a young man named 
Howell, but Judge Twiggs’s question to him 
was objected to, and he was excused. Then the 
state announced “‘closed.’’ : 

MAJOR M’GREGOR’S PARTING SHOT. 

Major McGregor had the last words. After 
a few minntes. consultation with his counsel, 
he rose to refute some of the statements of the 
State’s witnesses. The principal points he 
made were that he never had any improper 
feelings or made improper advances toward the 
lady mentioned; that when he was on the 
street at night, as Witness Wicker had stated, 
it was because he was waiting for the sheriff, 
who was trying to arrest oar that his 
reluctance to testify against Cody before the 
grand jury, it having been claimed that he 
was not in earnest about the prosecution, was 
due to consultation with counsel. When he 
had done this he furnished all the testimony 
in his power against Cody. His only object in 
trying to find a bullet like the one taken from 
his body was to find by what he had been 
shot.. The bullet was a pecular one, and it 
was only after long search that he found it. 
It was of Russian make and fit a breech- 
loading derringer, but nothing else. 

“IT had not the remotest idea of shooting 
Cody with the same bullet,’’ were his closing 
words, an¢ the testimony in the case against 
Charles E. McGregor was ail in. 

THE ARGMMENT BEGUN. 

“Now, eg paves: how many speeches?’ 
asked Judge Lumpkin. 

‘Two from the state—Mr. Lewis and my- 
self,” said Judge Twiggs. Solicitor Howard 
had ex the case in their hands, the Cody - es- 
tate having hired them for the work. tis un- 
derstood that Judge Twiggs gets $2,500 and 
Mr. Lewis $1,500 for their services. 

“One for the defense,” answered Mr. Wat- 
son. “‘I want to say here that my brother 
Whitehead has.a baby dying at his home, and 
for that reason he has not felt like making an 
argument. It is a matter which we all deeply 
regret, for no man could make a stronger or an 
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notable one, thou 
cumstances, he being indisposed.

BURTON'S BOOK BUSINESS. 


It Causes a Couple of Very Credulous Young 
Men to Lose Money. 


Macon, Ga., April 11.—[Special.])—A low- 
visaged young northerner, of perhaps twenty- 
two years of age and a rather familiar bearing, 
came to Macon a few weeks ago purporting to 
represent some Atlanta book concern. He 
gave his name as C. W. Burton and im- 
mediately inserted advertisements to the effect 
thata young man of good address and $350 
capital could secure a fine position paying $900 
per year. This salary was to be guaranteed, 
and the amount would, be deposited in an 
bank. . Burton then opened an office on Mul- 
berry street and waited results. 

In a few days he had made a contract with 
young W. L. Jones, of Americus. 

The next day young Jones designated J. C. 
Flant & Son's bank as the place for depositing 
the guaranteed salary, but to his horror was 
informed by Burton that he had not ‘agreed to

any such transaction. 


He immediately took out a SsOry 
warrant for the $350, and the . case 
was carried before Judge Wylly yesterday 
afternoon, and the facts as brought out showed 
that a contract had been signed by Jones with 
the stipulation that the $900 salary should be 
deposited, but that afterwards Burton 
substituted other sheets of paper, 
leaving the contract an exact 
resemblance of the former, with the exception 
of the $900 agreement left out. The case 
would undoubtedly have gone hard with Bur- 
ton had not the attorneys agreed to settle it by 
Jones losing $75. 

Hardly had this transaction been gotten 
through with when he entered into 
another ~* trade with a gentleman 
from South Carolina, in which that gentleman 
contributed $20 to his (Burton’s) resources. 

Shortly after making the contract the South 
Carolinian became suspicious, and going to 
Burton demanded his money, which came forth 
in short order. He was to have left today 
for Savannah, but it is understood 
has remained over probably thinking Macon is 
a pretty good field.

MACON’S NEW HOTEL. 


It Is Probable That a Change of the Site May 
Be Made, 


Macon, Ga., April 11.—[{Special.]}—THE 
CONSTITUTION mentioned the fact a few days 
ago that W. W. Collins, representing @ party 
of capitalists, petitioned the city council to 
grant the right to erect a $150,000 hotel in the 
middle of Third street, on the space now oc- 
cupied by the park, between Mulberry 
and Cherry streets, or between Cherry and 
Poplar streets. 

Considerable opposition has developed to 
the scheme on the grounds that the city should 
not sell her streets for building lots, and thus 
become the competitor of citizens and tax pay- 
It would

ably defeat the scheme. Inthe event it does, 
Mr. Collins may get his capitalists to buy the 
Sparks warehouse property, corner of Poplar 
and Third streets, and build the hotel there.

All recognize the factthat Macon 
needs a new, handsome hotel, and the Sparks 
warehouse site is considered to be the very 
place for it. 


MACON'S ABLE RAR. 
The Federal Court System to Be Recon- 
: structed. 

Macon, Ga., April 11.—{Special.]—It is a 
high compliment to the Macon bar that both 
the senate and house bills ta reconstruct the 
federal judiciary system were drafted by Hon. 
Walter B. Hill, a distinguished and cultured 
attorney of this city. They have 
both, Tuer ConstTITUuTION learns, been 
reported with favorable recommendations, 
and will almost certainly be framed into the 
law ina short time. The result will be to 
make the district court a court of general ju- 
risdiction and the circuit the appellate court. 
All the business then will originate in the dis- 
trict court and when there tried will, in most 
cases, be subject to appeal to the circuit court. 
Now the district judge does all the circuit 
court work under a statute authorizing it, but 
will, after the new legislation, be the court of 
original and general jurisdiction, a matter of 
great interest, not only to the public but to 
the court officers. In this district the marshal 
and the clerk do the business of both the 
courts, and therefore the change will not 
effect them, as the court is now organized, but 
in other districts where there are two clerks, 
the changé may ve important. To Mr. Hill, 
perhaps, more than any one individual, is this 
reform in the law to be credited.

Buck’s Revised Card. 
Buck is détermined that his card in reply 
to General Longstreet shall do service. He 


has printed it in several papers at the north, 
and! now he reproduces it in Georgia under 
an Atlantadate, Here is what hesays about 
THE CONSTITUTION: 

Others, with myself, had for years been working 
npon the problem of dividing the white vote to 
gecure honest election thereby, and get rid of the 
bugbear of “‘negro domination.” I had seen the 
absolute necessity for this, because the democratic 
party had drawn the color line with all that im- 
plies, and, in state elections, forced back by every 
possible means any white men inclined to votethe 


republican ticket and discouraged any negroes 
voting the democratic ticket—determined not to 


recognize the citizenship of the negro by express- 


ing any desire for his vote. 
At the November election in 1888, by the usual 


methods of the democratic party, we saw little re- 
sult. Secing that without an independent press, 
we could not induce protectionists to vote with 
ns, I undertook to make terms with THE ATLANTA 
ConstiruTION, then suffering under-its defeat in 
the frée trade democratic counsels, to come grad- 
ually to the-support of the republican admifstra- 
tion upon its inauguration, upon the line of pro- 
tection. I had reason to believe that that paper 
would do so, and then the independent protection 
democrats and republicans would join in opposi- 
tion to the régular Gemocratic party, by which it 
was thought we could elect several members of 
congress in 1890. But this paper, it seems, could 
not stand the pressure, and to recover good stand- 
ing in its party, dropped its strong support of 
protection and began to howl about “negro dom- 
ination,” and straightway turned its wrath upon 
the republican leaders, magnifying the strength 
of, and giving prominence to, Longstreet and his 
few followers with a purpose to prevent acces- 
gions to the republican party. 

Here the insinuation is very clear that 
Buck undertook to make terms with Mr. 
Grady. We do not believe that he had the 
audacity to approach Mr. Grady on such a 
subject. At the very time that Buck says 
he was undertaking to make terms with THE 
CoNstiruTiIon, Mr. Grady was insisting in 
his speeches and in his editorials on the ne- 
cessity of the solidity of the whites. This 
was the burden of all his speeches and of 
well nigh all his politieal editorials. 

All the defeat from which Tue ConstTI- 
TUTION was suffering was the defeat of the 
democratic party. We were desirous that 
the party should reaffirm the platform of 
1884, and so were many other democrats, 
but when the party refused to do that, its re- 
fusal was conclusive. 

For Buck to come forward now and in- 
siuate that he undertook to make terms 
with Mr. Grady is even more shameless than 
his attempt to negroize the postoffices of 


Georgia. 


Beginning to Squirm. 

We find in the New York Tribune this 
i}luminating paragraph: 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, always an ingen- 
jous, sometimes an ingenuous, newspaper, sug- 
gests holding a convention of northern-born 
southerners to consider upon the race problem. 
This is an interesting idea. It is often said that 
the northern men,.placed in the south, would see 
and do as the southern man see and does. Sucha 
convention as THE CONSTITUTION proposes would 
throw light on this suggestion. But it would not 
get merit to the right nor render the wrong a whit 
less so. 

This isa clumsy attempt on the part of 
the Tribune to forestall the result of the pro 
posed convention, but how does our contem- 
porary know what the result is to be? It 
may be said here that when THE ConstTITUu- 
TION made the proposition, it was not with 
any hope that the deliverances of northern 
men in the south would have any effect on 
the-republican partisans who discuss the sit- 
uation at the south merely as a political 
affair, and for the sole purpose of making 
political capital out of a condition of affairs 
which they do not understand, and with 
which they cannot understand. 

What effect, for instance, would a south- 
ern convention of northern men have on 
Quay? Or Dudley? Or on men of that 
kidney? It is to be hoped that the Tribune 
gives us credit for a little more common 
sensc than to believe we are trying to con- 
vert or reform such men. But there is a 
large class of citizens at the north who are 
in doubt as to the nature of the situation 
here, and who are disposed to deal with it 
honestly and impartially. It is a conserva- 
tive class, sincere in its convictions, but 
ready to do justice; and it is on this class 


_ that the evidence of the northern men who 


have made their homes in the south weuld 
make an impression. 

The convention which Ture Constitrv- 
TION has proposed would certainly not ad- 
dress itstlf to republican partisans, but to 
the honest and sincere people of the north, 
and in that direction it might aecomplish 
great good, It is not contemplated that 
such a convention shalt be in any:sense po- 
litical. This fact would constitute its 
strength and its influence. 

That it will do good is shown by the atti- 
tude-of the Tribune, Which is already begin- 
ning to squirm. 


New Signs of Improvement. 

We haye frequently noted the various im- 
provements going on in Georgia towns, the 
new industries which are coming to the 
front, and the united effort which is being 
put forth in the building up of the sections;

Physician of the Penitentiary. 

Til health has caused Dr. Willis 
F, Westmoreland to retire from 
the office of principal physician 
of the penitentiary, and Governor Gordon 
has appointed Dr. H. ¥V. M. Miller to fill the 
vacancy. 

Dr. Westmoreland has so long stood at the 
head of his.-profession in Georgia that his 
name is familiar as a household word to our 
readers. Now that he has laid down the 
cares and responsibilities of the arduous po- 
sition in whieh he has served the state so 
wisely and so well, it is pleasant to bear tes- 
timony to his fidelity and ability. 

When Dr. Westmoreland went into office 
our penitentiary system was bitterly de- 
nounced from one end of the land to the 
other. So far as jit came within the 
scope of his duties, and so far as it lay 
within his powef, the doctor endeavored to 
make our penitentiary system humane and 
just. He rooted out old evils, reformed 
abuses, guarded against the cotisequences of 
neglect, and made the officials and the _ les- 
sees feel that the vigilant e f the state 
was upen them all the’ =tim 
his faithfulness. and zeal 
largely indebted for the present 
high standing of the Georgia penitentiary, 
the cleanliness of the camps and the im- 
proved health of the prisoners. Such a 
record deserves to be regarded as one of the 
most splendid chapters of Dr.. Westmore- 
land’s professional life. 

The new physician, Dr, Miller, belongs to 
the front rank of the medical profession. He 
has also distinguished himself in other fields 
and his wise head and kind heart make it a 
eertainty that the state; the lessees and the 
convicts will have their best interest faith- 
fully and ably looked after. Thepegple will 
be gratified to learn that Dr. Miller’s sense 
of duty led him to accept an appointment 
neither sought nor desired by him. 


A Sectional Bill. 

For the first time in their history, per- 
haps, the more intelligent colored men of 
the south are taking an interest in a matter 
that does not have a purely partisan bearing, 
and we are disposed to regard the fact as a 
very favorable omen for the future. 

Not so very long ago, a measure intro- 
duced by a republican, even though, like the 
Conger lard bill, it was aimed directly at 
their interests, would have received their 
unanimous and hearty support. It is very 
gratifying, therefore, to see that they are 
using their influence against the Conger lard 
bill, which, while it is aimed directly at the 
cotton seed oil industry, will fall heaviest on 
the negroes of the south who are farming in 
a sinall way. 

‘The measure is not a partisan one, as we 
have said, but it is purely and strictly sec- 
tional, and is intended to bolster up a trust 
composed of western pork-packers, at the ex- 
pense of southern farmers, both white and 
black. What effect the attitude of the negro 
farmers will have remains to be seen. The 
probability is, however, that it will not 
amount to much. The negro suits the re- 
publicans very well as an issue, but when he 
begins to think for himself and has the 
effrontery to oppose a measure introduced by 
a republican for the benefit of a pork-pack- 
er’s trust, the probability is that his repub- 
lican brethren will turn a deaf ear to his en- 
treaties. 

The house committee on agriculture, 
which has the Conger lard bill in charge, re- 
cently listened to a delegation of colored 
men from the south. The Georgia repre- 
sentative, A. Graves, informed the commit- 
tee that the cotton seed oil industry had 
done more than anything else to improve the 
condition of the colored farmer and laborer, 
and he went on to tell the republican mem- 
bers of the committee that if the Conger lard 
bill passed it would be ‘‘the entering of the 
wedge, which, when driven home, would 
separate the colored people from the repub- 
lican party.’’ 

A colored delegate from Arkansas, J. Pen- 
noyer Jones, reminded the committee that 
the republican national covention of 1888 
had declared in favor of protecting Amer- 
ican industries, and yet here was an attempt 
to crush a new and profitable industry for 
the benefit of a trust. The speaker also pre- 
dicted that the negroes would desert the re- 
publican party if this unjust measure should 
become a law. 

No doubt the republicans discount these 
these threats on the part of the negroes, and 
nothing that can be said by the colored 
brother will have any effect. The Conger 
lard bill is the most vicious measure that has 
been introduced in congress for years. The 
republicans not only have the incentive of 
jobbery in voting for it, for it is backed by 
the trust formed of wealthy western pork- 
packers, but they have the additional in- 
centive of sectional prejudice. The bill is 
thoroughly and completely sectional. Its 
purpose is to destroy a southern industry and 
drive out of market a cheap, wholesome and 
acceptable article of food in. order that the 
lard trust may charge a higher price for the 
grease made from hog’s offal. Itis a very 
pretty scheme in all its parts. 


The English Looking This Way. 

Many years ago John Bright told his 
countrymen that the southern states would in 
the near future be the most inviting field in 
the world for capital andenterprise. . 

It takes time to impress the British mind, 
but Mr. Bright’s view of the south is now 
very generally accepted across the water. A 
few days ago the London Financial Times, a 
leading paper in the business world, con- 

-tained a long editorial predicting: the rapid 
material progress of the south, and sunima- 
rizing some of the results of the past. The 
Times is especially struck with the improved 
transportation facilitles of this region, and 
rightly concludes that we are now in a posi- 
tion to profitably develop our nattiral re- 
sourees ‘with the certainty of getting to 
market in good shape. 

The London paper is of the opinion that 
‘men of enterprise and capital cannot do 
better than to make judicious investments 
in the south. It intimates that some of the 
greatest industries of the world are bound 
te permanently establish themselves in our 
‘fields of cotton, iron and timber.

Opening their 
secure a foothold .

Such letters as Buck’s to Assistant Post- 
master-General Clarkson form the keynote 
to the appointment of such men as Dudley 
to office in the south. When all other ar- 
guments are exhausted and the gdministra- 
tion is wavering in its course and leaning to 
the right in the matter, the statement is 
made that if a certain appointment is not 
confirmed and the man installed in office, it 
will be on the ground of color only and will 
break the solid negro vote in future repub- 
liean campaigns. 

This kind of talk never fails to have the 
désired effect with a partisan administra- 
tien, and if they can be made to believe it, 
they will pursue but one course in making 
southern appointments, deaf to the protests 
of the people and all sense of right and jus- 
tice. 

The fight that is béing made on both sides 
in the matter of Dudiey’s appointment is an 
interesting one and grows more so as it pro- 
ceeds. 

We have before commended the work that 
is being done for Americus by Mr. Crisp and 
others in this matter. A brave fight has 
been made by them, but as Buck is now 
traveling on the color tine, and making that 
the issue, the résult fs doubtful for Dud- 
ley’s opponents. 


“The Northern Society.” 

The Charleston News and Courier favors 
the idea of forming the above named society 
in Atlanta, and says: ‘‘We have had a 
northern society in Charleston for the-last 
seventy years—the New England socie- 
ty. Its dinners are always good, and the 
eloquence expended at its annual banquets 
would delight the soul of Chauncey Depew. 
We are glad to see that so many of the new 
fashioned cities of the new south are follow- 
ing in the footsteps of Charleston, the proud 
representative of the south as it was and as 
it is.”’ 

One point alone in this is significant. The 
fact that a New England society has existed 
in Charleston for the past seventy years shows 
that, even in what the yankees call the hot- 
bed of secession, sectional prejudice has 
never been strong enough to interfere with 
the existence and the pleasures of such an 
organization. It may be news to the people 
of the far north, but it is nevertheless a fact 
that there never was a time in the history of 
the south—not even in war times—when 
northerners who lived up to the standard of 
good citizenship, were in any danger of so- 
cia] ostracism or any other unpleasantness. 
All the talk in certain quarters about south- 
ern prejudice, past or present, against good 
citizens of northern birth is the merest bosh, 
and the encouragement received by the old 
New England society in Charleston and the 
new Northern society in Atlanta is a proof 
of it.

PHYSICIAN. 


The Miness of Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland 
Makes a Change Necessary—The Pro- 
fessional Career of Dr. Miller, 


Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland has resigned as 
principal physician of the Georgia peniten- 
tiary. 

On account of feeble health he gave up 
the position which he has filled so long and 
go ably. 

Dr. Westmoreland went out yesterday 
morning. 

Yesterday afternoon, Dr. H. V. M. Miller 
was appointed to succeed him by Governor 
Gordon. 

The public loses a good servant in Dr. West- 


moreland’s resignation, but in his successor the » 


state gets aman whose name is asynonym of 
ability, earnestness and fidelity. 

Dr. Miller has already signified his accept- 
ance of the position to fill Dr. Westmoreland’s

nnexpired term. He was very much surprised 
at the- appointment, which he received on 
condition that if the duties are more ar- 
duous than he now anticipates, he will serve 
enly until a permanent appointment can be 
made. 

A peculiarity about the position is that 
neither Dr. Westmoreland nor Dr. Miller ever 
applied for it, but were appointed by the gov- 
ernor without the knowledge that theirnames 
were under consideration. 

DR. WESTMORELAND’S CAREER. 

The name of Willis F. Westmoreland is as 
well known in Georgiaas that of any man who 
calls the state his home, and througout the 
entire south as any of the great leaders of the 
day. 

As a surgeon, Dr. Westmoreland admitted.y 
stands at the head of the many brilliant minds 


-that adorn the profession in the south, and in 


fact, all over the country. 

In loye with his profession from early gtad- 
mation, and through arduous courses of study 
under the most learned men of Europe, he has 
mastered it as nearly as is possible in the 
medical and scientific world. 

Dr. Westmoreland was born in Fayette 
coutity, Ga., about sixty-eight years ago. He 
began the study of medicine early in life, grad- 
uating at tle University of Pennsylvania when 
he was but a mere boy in years. 

He practiced his profession in his native 
county and the counties adjoining for several 
years with marked success, afterwards going 
to Europe to finish his education. He spent 
several years in Paris under the most eminent 
scientists in that scientific center. 

On his return he settled in Atlanta, some- 
where in the latter part of the forties. Since 
then he has lived in Atlanta continuously, an 
@minent physician and a useful citizen. 

Dr. Westmoreland, together with his brother, 
Dr. John G. Westmoreland, and others, found- 
ed the Atlanta Medical college, an institution 
which stands, today, a monument to the city 
and the founders, with a reputation extending 
all over the land. 

He was made a professor in the college at its 
inauguration, and has occupied a chair, con- 
tinuously, up to the present time.t 

Dr. Westmoreland’s success, as a physician, 
Was early recognized, and his eminence as a 
surgeon soon achieved. As a surgeon, he is 
nniversally recognized throughout the United 
Btates. He has performeda very large number 
of most difficult and important operations, in 
which he displayed not only deep research, 
but extraordinary skill. 

In force of charactcr he is very marked, 
independence, yigor of thought and manly 
self reliance being the cheif characteristics. 
These qualities gave him high rank anda 
wide tield of usefulness in civil practice, and 
“2s a military surgeon in the civil war, 
during which he was actively engaged on the 
confederate side from its opening to its close. 

After the.close of the way his thoughts and 
efforts were again directed to upbuilding the 
Atianta Medical college, which had been 
practically destroyed. Under his enthusiasm 
and ability, with a distinguished corps of co- 
workers, the college soon regained its prestige 
and added to its reputation. 

Dr. Westmoreland was appointed 
principal physician of the penitentiary 
of Georgia by Governor Colquit, without 
any solicitation on his part, but simply because 
of his brilliant attainments and reputation. 
He has continously filled the position, and 
tohis efforts is due manyof the reforms 
in the penitentiary system. 

When he assumed the duties of the office, 
the death rate among the convicts was extra- 
ordinarily and alarmingly large. Now it is 
at the minimum, and has, been dating soon 
after Dr. Westmoreland’s appointment in 
charge of the health of the convicts. 

How weil Dr. Westmoreland has filled his 
important office is very fittingly told by Mr. 
Hooper Alexander in his address to the recent 

raduating class of the Atlauta Medical col- 

ege. 

Referring to Dr. Westmoreland he said to 
the young graduate,'by way of pointing out 
@s an exaniple to them: 

“Have you the courage, for instance, to 
stand for the rights of men even in the person 
of those servants of crime (albeit more sinned 
against than sinning) whose bodies are forfeit 
to the state and whose labor it lets out for 
hire? Do youjthink that if official duty pointed 
you out as their peculiar guardian, you could 
defy wealth and power and set aside the de- 
mands of friendship without the hope of re- 
ward, (as'you have good warrant to do in the 
example of one of your honored and honorable 
pemoptuns,) and day after day stand 

fore the powers that be, and say in firm 
persistence, ‘Lo, here aro a thousand men and 
women, embruted it may be, the enemies of 
socity, firebrands of crime, without moral 
sense or manly gratitude, a burden to the 
people,a menace to peace, outcast and sold into 
slavery, yet nevertheless wearing the form of 
men, made in the image of God, with human 
lives to be preserved and immortal souls to 
Save, and they are not entreated cven as the 
laws or the contract demands?’ Can you do 
this and stand there and fight their fizht for 
decency and humanity’s sake, making no 
friends and miany enemies? You way think 
the task an easy one, but I tell youit. will try 
your courage.’’

os out this purpose he entered the 
office of Dr. Thomas Hatnilton, a resident of 
Troup county, fifty years ago one of the 
most eminent physicians of Georgia. In 1835, 
after the usual attendance upon lectures, he 
graduated at the medical college of Charles- 
ton, 8. C. He was a first honor man, and also 
won a prize for the best English thesis. 

After graduation Dr. Miller located at Cass- 
ville, Ga., where he remained some time. 

In order, however, to finish his professional 
education, Dr. Miller spent two years, 1837 
and 1838, in Europe, chiefly in Paris, Here he 
enjoyed the lectures and attended the clinics 
of such medical savants as Velpeau, Ricord, 
Nelliton, and others of only less distinction. 

While residing in Paris he ired the 
French language, which he still speaks with 

iness and correctness. 

Returning to his home in Cassville, Ga., he 
soon secured a large and. lucrative practice. 
Such, indeed, was his professional reputation 
that in 847, when but thirty-three years of ’ 
he was elected to the chair of obstetrics in ‘the 
medical college at Memphis, Tenn. Here he 
served with success for three years. = _ 

- When he resigned this post he was called to 
the chair of physiology and pathological ana- 
tomy inthe Medical college of Georgia, at 
Augusta. This connection was continued six- 
teen years, until his removal from Rome to At- 
lanta in 1867. 

Since coming to Atlanta he has been a pro- 
fessorin the Atlanta Medical college, and 
much of the time an editor of the Atlanta 
Medical Journal. Asa lecturer on almost any 
branch of medicine or surgery it may be ques- 
tioned if he has a superior on the American 
continent. 

He has contributed at wide intervals to the 
press, medical and political. 

Dr. Miller has been a public man in more 
phases than one. 

Fiom the beginning of his career he had a 
taste for politics. In 1843, when just thirty 
years of age, he received the whig nomination 
for congréss from the fifth district. 

His ability as a campaigner, and the contest 
between himself and John H. Lumpkin, his 
democratic opponent, are still interesting sub- 
jects to dwell upon, especially by the pioneers 

of those days who took part in these stirring 
scenes. He came near turning the political 
tide in his favor, reducing the opposition, ma- 
jority toalmost nothing. 

In 1868 Dr. Miller was elected to the United 
States senate by a handsome majority, along 
with Hon. Joshua Hill, defeating Governor 
Brown and E. F. Blodgett. When sworn in 
Dr. Miller was the only southern democrat in 
the senate. 

Since that time on he has been a prominent 
figure on all public occasions, having the ad- 
miration and confidence of everybody. 

Dr. Miller is eminently fitted for the office 
tendered him by Governor Gordon. <A _ suc- 
cessor more worthy of Dr. Westmoreland 
could not have been chosen.

Sport. 

“Do you know that there is no sport more 
enjoyable than seining for catfish ?’’ said Mr.

“Wednesday I got my boys together and 
started for South river. We struck the fish- 
ing grounds about nine o’clock and then the 
fun began.

line distance, the character of the route, a 
general idea of the grading, the cuts to be 


made, the trestle work required, etc., all of | 


which would be material factors to the com- 
pany in locating the line. 

Mr. Duggan says: ‘‘We run almost an air 
line and find very few cuts or embankmants. 
The distance is 13 miles and7 chains, and is 
entirely practicable. In afew daysI am going 
to run a line from Linton to Eatonton up the 
Oconee river, and Iam sanguine that the air 
line will not exceed 31 miles, and probably not 
be more than 28 miles long. Should this esti- 
mate be correct, then instead of the air line be- 
tween Eatonton to Sandersville being 54 or 56 
miles, it would not be over 44 miles, and possi- 
bly only 41 miles long.”’ 

“Distance from Macon and Augusta rail- 
road (two miles south of Deveraux) to Sand- 
ersvilleis only twenty-two and one-half miles. 
Entire route is quite practicable, compara- 
tively little grading. 

Linton is about 300 yards south of an 
air line from Sandersville to Macon. and 
Augusta road, at most probable crossing. This 
shortens estimated line twelve miles, 

Fort Payne and Eastern. 

The Chattanooga News says: “In view of 
this favorable condition of affairs the direc- 
tors decided to begin operations at once and 
it is confidently expected thatin a short time 
work will be begun. jThere is no other talk or 
expectation than that|the Fort Payne and East- 
ern will connect with the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus, at Summerville. This has 
been decided upon and is a foregone conclu- 
sion. Eastward froin here it will probably go 
via Calhoun and Gainesville.’”

The surveyors are now in 
the field. 


Rome is figuring on a connection with the 
Louisville and Nashville. The Tribune 
makes this suggestion: The Louisville and 
Nashville system has built the Mineral rail- 
road out of Sirsisighass toward Attalla. The 
road is completed now toa point within eigh- 
teen miles of Attalla, and work is progressin 
upon the extension toward this terminus 
the Rome and Decatur. From Attalla, the 
Louisville and Nashville gets into Gadsden by 
the Anniston and Atlantic. Now this is the 
one way in which the Louisville and Nashville 
system can come to Rome. If an arrangement 
can be perfected with Captain John J. Seay, 
of the {White Star line of steamers, by which a 
traffic alliance between the Louisville and 
Nashville system and his line can be made‘ this 
will cover the point of interest and accomplish 
the desirabie entrance of the Louisville and 
Nashville into Rome.

THE BOUNDARY LINE DISPUTE 


Which Shows Up Virginia at a Disad- 
vantage. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 10.—[Special.}]— 
Colonel A. 8S. Colyar, of the counsel for Ten- 
nessee, in the dispute between Virginia and 
‘Tennessee as to the boundary line, returned 
today from Washington, where, in company 
with Governor Taylor, Attorney General 
Pickle and others, he represented the state of 
‘Tennessee in the celebrated case of the dis- 

uted boundary line between Virginia and 
Tennessee. Heis much elated over the re- 
sult of the case so far, and expresses himself 
as confident that Tennessee will win the suit. 

‘““‘Whyvy,’’ remarked Mr. Colyar, ‘‘this is, in 
some respects, a most remarkable case, as the 
plaintiff furnishes the defendant with a good 

lea after bringing the suit. After getting to 

Vashington we found in the library the new 
code of Virginia, adopted in 1887, and recently 
ublished. This code was adopted since the 
Seclalatune ordered this bill filed, and strange 
to say it recites the history of the controversy 
just as we set it up in the answer, and adopts 
the compromise line of 1802 as the true 
boundary, and expressly concedes that Vir- 
ginia conceded the land claimed by North 
Carolina, and which was in dispute up to the 
time of making the Virginia constitution, and 
this code also concedes that the agreement 
with North Carolina did not bind Ten- 
mnessee, as it was after the cessian to 
the United States of the territory which 
makes Tennessee. It fully retaines {the set- 
tlement made in 1802, and fixes the line now 
contended for by Tennessee as the true and 
certain boundary between the states. This 
being after the bill was ordered filed, puts the 
great state of Virginia, it seems to me,ina 
hole, out of which the present and ex-attorney 
general, with other able lawyers employed, 
will not be able to pull it. Virginia can only 
make one replication to this plea, ignorance 
ofiaw. The state of Virginia asked to amend 
the bill by showing that the legislature 
of Virginia had, at the recent session, 
and since the bill was filed, repealed 
their several statues, authorizing 
and then ratifying the compro- 
mise bill of 1802. At the same _ time 
the state of Tennessee asked further time to 
answer. Both motions were granted. The 
amendment being made the answer was filed 
and an agreement made to set the case for 
final hearing on the 2d of next December.

LADY BUG, FLY AWAY HOME! 


Myriads of the Little Insects Eating the 
Young Plants in Texas. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., April 10.—The ravages 
of insects on growing wheat still continues, 
and it is now estimated by competent judges 
that seventy-five per cent of the -erop is 
destroyed in the eounties of Cook, Grayson, 
Collin, Denton and Wise, and in parts of Mon- 
tague. These ravages are committed by two 
classes of insects, one being the 
toxoptera graminum, similar in  charac- 
ter to the common chinch bug, 
found in the northern’ states, while the other 
class is a little insect known all over the 
United States as the lady bug. The latter 
class is doing the greater damage. They are 
now in every field where there is growing 
wheat, oats and corn, and gather in largenum- 
bers on the young stalks and soon “P the life 
from them. These bugs have been depositing 
myriads of eggs on the stalks during the past 
few days. These eggs hatch in eight hours 
afterwards. The little insects are. transparent 
and about the size ofa grain of sand. hen 
hatched it immediately begins to suck 
the sap from the’ tender _ stalks 
and in forty-eight hours has developed into a 
full grown lady bug, which in turn flies from 
stalk to stalk and engages in the wholesale de- 
positing of its eggs. Itis now generally con- 
ceded by the largest and mest intelligent wheat- 
raisers of the counties mentioned that there 
will be no wheat raised in these counties this 
season, and it is feared that oats, corn and cot- 
ton may meet with the same fate. 

The only remedy offered so far to check these 
pests is that given today by Mr. Frank Hearne, 
a large wheat raiser, and an experimental 
and scientific farmer, residing five miles south 
of Gainesville. His remedy is to sow a bushel 
of corn meal to ten acres of the growing cereal 
adfected by thelady bugs. This meal, he claims, 
draws thousands of small birds to the fields, 
which, in ashort time devour the little bngs. 
Hearne claims to have thoroughly tested 
this remedy in his fields, and it has resulted in 
~mmuch good, and -he believes that he bas sayed 
half hiscrop. Today he wrote C. V. Riley, 
government entomologist, at Washington City, 
informing him of the remedy and advising 
that the government give the same to the 
sen press, believing it will, if applied soon, 

e the means of saving large portions of the

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW VORK, April 11.—The stock market de- 
veloped considerable animation today, but it was 
done at the expense of values and the bears, aided 
by the Chicago party, and tradcrs succeeded in 
making material declines tn the few stocks which 
they attacked with sufficient vigor. The discovery 
late in the day that the rule restoring the rate of 
commission upon unlisted stocks to the regular 
rate did not go into effect for some days yet, made 
a rush to sell sugar, and it declined rapidiy on ma- 
terially increased dealings. ‘The short selling, 
which for the past two days has been in Missouri 
Pacific, was transferred to Rock Island today, and 
that stock sprang into activity at the opening 
and fairly led the list during the day. though 
closely pushed by Missouri Pacific. The fact 
that the Rock Island stock held by the late 
David Davis was hot tied up, but was liable, at 
any time, to come upon the market, was used 
against it with considerable effect, but the selling 
of stock by the Chicago people on a probable dis- 
turbance of railroad business in the west, was the 
principal incentive, and, traders joining in the 
movement, the stock was gotten down to the low- 
est price it has seen for some time. Missouri Pa- 
cific was sold down to below 70, but at that figure 
some buying orders appeared, and it wenta little 
farther. In the last hour, when the bidding up of 
money was done, there was extra pressure 
brought upon  Grangers, and Burlington 
and Quincy was worked off rapidly. 
Union Pacific suffered somewhat from the denial 
of the story that the Vanderbilts would go into 
the directory but selling was not important and in 
the afternoon it rallied to the best price of the 
day. Lackawanna showed considerable strength, 
but Coalers, since the settlement of the Reading 
controversy, have occupied a small place in the 
market. The bears were on the aggresive through- 
out the day and the market closed quiet but weak 
with all active stock at the lowest prices. Sales 
of listed stock 145,000, unlisted 11,000 shares.
